Pau! muft be cap»ble of a meaning Dilterent from 
the Querift’s. And whatthac Different meaning is, 
will be fhewn in the fubfequent Particulars. 

2. There isa Figure commonto both Sacred and 
Profane Authors ( call'd by Rhetoricians a Metony- 
my or Tranfnomination of things ) which not only 
ufes the Caufe for the Effect, and Vice Ver/a, but, 
when it expreffes the Caufe only, intends both Caufe 
and Effect too. And this Figure we frequently 
make ufe of in common Converfation. Thus (for 
inftance ) when we defire another to Hearken to our 
Advice, we mean nor a bare Attention of his Mind 
to what we Propofe (tho’ that be the Proper Sig- 
nification of the word Harken ) but intend alto the 
natural confequence of thar Atrention.

3. Ic is the more Ugaccountable, that we fhou’d 
Mifunderitand this Paffape in Sr. Pau’, fince the 
Scriptures have taken care to Prevent our M.f{con- 
ceptions of rhe Ma:ter, have plainly tcld a ywhar it 
is co Love God. This ty the Love of God (fays the 
Belov'd ‘poftie) that we Kecp his Commandments. 
The Sacred Oracies admit of no other kind of Leve, 
than {uch as is aitended with a fince: - 

4. Were the Scripturesen rely filent with... 2 
to the Definition of Divine Love, yet common rea- 
fon wou'd direct us in fo Plain a Cafe. Can we 
pretend to Love God, and yet venrure to curn Re- 
be's againft our Well-belov’d? Are we wont to 
Difpleafe, to Difhonour, to Affront the Objects of 
our Love @ And yet the Dil.-bedient do thus to 
God. In Vain then we Profef{s a Love of God with 
our Mouths, while in our Works we Pretumptuoufly 
Devy it. But did we Really Love God, we fhou’d 
not fail to do the things, that He commands us, 

5, Whatever Degree of Love the Sinner may 
Prerend to, it isroo Evident to Need a Proof, that, 
he Prefers his Sins to Him, that made him ; that 
he Loves the Creatures more thanthe Creator, who is 
God cver all bleffed for ever. For this is an Un- 
doubted truth, that Their Lovers we are, whom we 
Obcy. But when the Scriprures {peak of our Loving 
God, can we poffibly imagin, that they intend 
any thing lefs than our Loving God As God 3 
And whar is it to Love God as God, bur to 
Love himas the moft Lovely Being in theUniverfe, 
to give him the Preference of our Beft Affections ? 
And that the Scriprures actually intend fuchaLove 
as this, they themfelves acquaint us, as often as 
they Demand (and very frequently they do fo) our 
Unrival’d Hearts, our Undivided Love.

Unattended with other Duties, is {ufficient of it felf 
10 inticle it’s happy Voraries to the Incftimable re- 
ward of an cternal Kingdom. And the fame rea- 
foning may be equally applied to the feventh Bea- 
tiride concerning Peace-makers. And therefore 
were the Loveof God mention’d by Sr. Pau! an Un- 
pregnant Vertue, and not (as it Really is ) the 
Spring of Action, the Primwn Vioviie of Reiigious 
Duties,yet it cou'd not be conc.udet hence,:bat Love 
{uper(edes the Neceffity of Obedience. 

Q. Wy do we fee White in the Dark? 

A. Since the ienfation of Color ( as we have
